Wax Warden. of Hastings 
County Over Forty Years 
Ago 





WELLKNOWN FARMER 


Story of One of Most Interest- 
ing Careers fn. Hastings 
County 








Prominent in municipal, political 
and fraternal affairs all his life, 
Henry Gilbert Bleecker, a life long 
Fesident of the Bay of Quinte district 
died in the Belleville Genera! Hospital 
yesterday morning shortly after seven 
o'clock following a brief iliness. 

In his elghty-first year, he was of 
United Empire Loyalist descent, a son 
of the late Henry Bleecker and Sarah 
Leavens and a grandson of the late 
Squire John R. Bleecker, the pioneer 
of the family, who settled in Sidney 
Tewnship, after migrating -from Al- 
bany, New York, following the War of 
Independence. 

The late Henry Gubert Bleecker 
was born on April 18th. 1650, on Lot 
13 of Concession 3, of Sidney Town- 
ship. 

Early in life ‘he became devoted to 
agriculture which he made hig life's 
occupation. Hi, farm was situated 
rin “éite"ot-the’ most. prosperous ereas 
of Sidney Township, He retired fif- 
teen years ago and spent his declining 
years in Belleville. 

The late Mr. Bleecker after ‘attend: 
ing the public schools of Sidney Town- 
ship, enrolled at the Quaker Seminary 
at Bloomfield, Prince Extward County. 


After his gradul he married E1 
Lawrence who predecei sev- 
eral years, 


The late Henry Bleecker 
terested in municipal affairs, ne 
as councillor in Sidney Township and 
was afterwards elected Reeve, which 
position he occupied for several years. 
In 1888 he was named warden for the 
County of Hastings and was the oldest 
Uving man to occupy that post. Only 
in January of this year he was hon- 
oured at the Chamber of Commerce 
bahquet held in conjunction with the 
County Council here, when he was the 
reciplent of a gold-headed cane. 

The ate Henry Bleecker wag always 
an ardent advocate of Liberalism and 
in 1898 he was honoured by fils col- 
leagues when he was chosen candid- 
ate for the riding of West Hastings, in 
the election for the Ontario Legisla- 
ture. His opponent was the late 
Sheriff Morrison and the latter was 
successful. by a small majority. 

On his retirement from Co, Council 
he was made County Road Superin- 
tendent imucceed/ng the’. Mate Peter 
VanKleck, He held this responsible 
post for fifteen years, until he came 

here to make hig home, Simeon Fox, 
the present official was.then appoint- 
ed to the position. The late Mr. 
Bleecker was one of the most popular 
and efficient County Roed.

An earnest urge that Sunday be 
preserved cf ¢ dayof sanctity was 
made by Rev. FP. A. Lawson, repre- 
senting the Lord’s Day Alliance of 
Canada at the morning service at 
Bridge Street United Church yester- 
day, Rev. Lawson traced the Lord's 
Day. Alliance’ movement to an inter- 
ested ‘congregation picturing the tre- 
mendovs influence <it has borne in 
providing a gix day working week. 
© He deplored the fact that Churches 
all over the country are reporting the 
same conditions—lack of* interest on 
the part of members in Sunday service 
es. He attributed this lackadaisical 
attitude to the motor car, which he 
eaid had wrought a tremendous influ- 
ence on the morality of the people of 
Canada, “They maintain that they 
can worship in the open air just as 
well as in the pews of the church,” 
caid Mr. Lawson, “but this is not so, 
when a man leaves the House of God, 
his mind, as a general rule turns to 
worldly pleasures”. The speaker vivid- 
ly painted a picture of the large 
congregations which formerly greeted 
the preashers of the Churches of Can- 


ual decline, as the motor car became 
popular. “It is the paramount desire 
er personal pleasures that has cated 
this state of affairs," he observed. 

Rev. Lawson remarked that forty 
years ago a group of Parliamentary 
members, Church Laymen and Minis~- 
ters met at Ottawa to discuss the ad- 
visability of forming an organization 
to preserve the Sabbath as a day of 
Worship. “Since that time great strid 
fs have been made, the Alliance was 
recognized by the House’ of Commons, 
and the cfficers convinced the Gov- 
ernment of the need of a Lord’s Day 
Act, governing the business to be 
done.”

The speaker blamed the Influx rot 
the Europeans. for the trend toward 
“ai {-SUnda}-stic}},as. exicts-in the 
United States. “I firmly believe that 
were a voté taken In Canada It would 
be overwhelmingly in favor of the 
strict observance of Sunday,” he stat- 
ed. From twenty-five years experience 
spent in the United States Mr. Lawson 
‘was able to give an accurate descrip- 
tion ofMthe conditions on the other 
wide of the line. 

“Sunday there, {is practically the 
same os any other day, workmen are 
smployed seven days a week in many 
facteries and, statistics have shown 
that where Industrial magnates force 
thelr men to work every day, the re- 
sults have not been as satisfactory as 
where they are given the Sabbath.” 

As an illustration in Canada of the 
‘work he instanced one case in Ham- 
Uten where an American firm had 
opened 2 branch and complaints from 
workmen stated that the working 
force was engaged seven days a week. 
3ubsequent investigations by officers 
2 the Lord's Day Alliance revealed 
this condition to be only too true. 
‘Officials of the plant were some- 
vhat hostile at first but when we told 
them that the Government would take 
measures against them we were given 
the utmost consideration and now the 
employees are given thelr holiday on 
Sunday, During the war certain pro- 
visions were made in the case of fac- 
tories turning out munitions and they 
were allowed to work on Sunday in 
order to clean up rush orders.”

THE SUN IN HARNESS

From 
dawn to dusk they race around the world—bil- 
lions upon billions of them— the unbridled 
horsepower of the sun. 

“And as the herd passes, there is left upon 
the earth the imprint of its energy. In the form 
of coal, of petroleum, of wood and of water 


: power, men utilize a small part of the great 


power of the sun.: Men have even saddled a 
straggler or two among the solar horses. but 
the herd itself has scorned the harness of ter- 
restrial chariots, 

“Of what material can the bonds be made 
which will link this solar horsepower to the 
world’s tasks? Men have asked the question for 
centuries. Now a new answer is being offered 
which may hold the key to direct transmutation 
of the sun’s rays inta electricity. Pursuing ex- 
periments at.the Kaiser Wilhelm institute of 
Silicate Investigaton, Dr. B. Lange has develop- 
ed a new type of photo-electric cell, Its element 
consist of two layers of copper, separated bya 
minute layer of copper oxide, When light falls 
on one of the thin pieces of copper, electrons 
are driven off, through the copper oxide, to 
the other plece‘of copper. This sets up an elec- 
trical current which Dr. Lange has used to 
actuate veryysmall.electrical devices.

: Sojin yesterday's: event on that hill at 
Greenwich when Canada paid her tribute to 
the man who made Canada a part of the em- 
pire, Canadian hearts were full. They realized 
that; the life of the young man who had died 
from ,a bullet was not lived in vain that he 
had by his sacrifice glorified young manhood 
and that he created the possibility of the spread 
of British ideals. 

The memorial to Wolfe is pecullarly fit-

OILING OF STREETS 


. Oiling season:is always a trying time for 
the.housewife. Belleville householders. have 
been going through the annual or semi-annual 
ordeal for the past few days and though: the 
method- employed is. calculated: to.reduce the 
inconvenience to the least yet there always 
remains a sense of discontent at this time and 
all-folks will be-giad when‘it is passed. 

Oiling and sanding of the roads with sand 
Immediately after the application of the oll 
seems to work fairly well. With all the care 
taken a certain amount of tar is sure to be 
found doing duty quite other than that intend- 
ed. Some of- it finds its way on to the side- 
walks and to other places. ‘ 

The Ottawa Citizen devotes an editorial 
to the situation offering some suggestions 
about the number of applications of oll . and 
sand treatment. . 

“The situation is that on miles of streets 
in Ottawa the householders face every year 
at this time the exasperating experience of hav- 
ing the roadways in front of their homes 
drenched in.tar oil-and then:smothered in sand. 

“This means unpleasantness and incon- 
venience. The sme] on hot days is over-power- 
ing. The oll seeps into unwanted places. And 
children and adults track over the sticky mix- 
ture and into homes—ruining floors and rugs 
and undoing, patient work. ¥ 

“Now, as suggested, the ofl and sand treat- 
ment has to, be carrled out, and on the whole 
it Is cheap and effective. But it must be said 
that it seems to be overdone in some districts 
For example, well-used and little-used streets 
are treated exactly allke and with the same 
regularity each year. There must be several 
miles of streets which do not need doing each 
spring. They are what might be called “back” 
streets, with onfy tradesmen traffic on them. 
But’ they are soused with tar oll. every spring, 
just as the streets are where the traffic is sev- 
eral times as heavy. 

“A substantial saving could probably be 
made by..doing these streets only every two 
years, or eyen three, instead of every year. 
Besides saving money, this policy would lessen 
the justifiable complaints from mothers who 
have to bear the brunt of the tar treatment 
every year at this: time.”

This material is known 
as bitumulus and fs not a new meth- 
od of road or street construction, but 
merely high grade asphalt in a new 
and more convenient form . Bitumu- 
lus is compesed of pure bitumen and 
‘water and is used cold and will remain 
In: fluid in storage for many weeks. 
After application to road metal the 
emulsion breaks down In a few min- 
utes forming a uniform black coating 
of the same pure sticky asphalt which 
was emulsified. A dry dressing is 
then applied after the holes have been 
filed with bitumulus,

In reference to the recent ap- 
pointment of King’s Counsel, 
(K.C.), Mag'strate Mikel, _ who 
himself has been a King’s Coun- 
cel since 1908, commenting on the

life by ‘the Crown, in this country 
represented by the Provincial 
Governments, in England, by the 
British Government. 

When a Monarch is a Queen, the 
title is Queen’s Counsel.

The apples 
handled in this way increased over 1204 
per cent greatly exceeding expecta- 
‘tons, However, the year’s experience 
has convinced, Mr. Fulton, also the

has been planned by the Ontario Ag- 
ricultural College , Guelph, for the 
ceountles of Prince Edward, Hastings | 
and Northumberland. Mr. T. H. 
Jones and Mr. Butler of the Ontario 
Agricultural Colleg> staff, have been 
appointed to take charge of the work 
and for the past few weeks they have 
been conducting experiments in spray- 
ing of tomatoes in beds before bsing 
transplanted.

Ex- 
periments with fertilizers are also be | 

tg conducted on var‘ous soll types ana} 
wth different soll treatment. Each 
2xperlment consists of a plot of for- 
ty-cight rows of tomatoes. Three 
rows are used for cach fertilizer and 
different fertilizer mixtures are being 
Applicd as “follows: 0.12.6; 0.12.10; 
2.12.5; 2.12.10; 2.16.6; 2.16.40; 
2.20.6; 2.20.10; 4.12.6 and 6.12.6, 

Fertilizers will be applied at the 
rate of 1,000 pounds per acre’ The 
rate cf growth and the vield of to- 
matoes will be carefully recorded. The

silent since 1925, has been rebuilt and 
will again peal harmonies from its 
4.490 pipes on June 25. Some 300 miles 
of electric wire were used in rebuild- 
ing the great instrument. The largest 
pipe is on the pedal board. It is 32 
feet long, of three inch pine and 
weighs nearly a ton. 

In re-gilding the massive cross atop 
the dome, 3,000 leaves of pure gold, 
were used. It fy all 24 carat leaf, like, 
the gold with which the ancient. Egypt 
fans covered their’ mummies 4,000 
years ago. Exposed to London fogs 
and smoke, the new covering of the 
cross is expected to hold its brilliance 
for at least half a century, The cath- 
cdral reputedly occupies the site of an 
ancient temple to Diana.

Albert College made a creditable 
showing in athletics this year, the 
Doctor claimed. 

“Last year Albert College Carried 
off honours in sll sports,” he said, 
“and we called it ‘Albert's Year.'" This 
year we must In all fairness call it 
‘Belleville Collegiate Year, for they 
have succeeded in being the victors in 
most branches of ‘sports.” This was 
Q graceful tribute by Doctor Bishop, 
which was applauded by all present. 

Student government was tried out 
at the college this year and proved to 
be an unqualified success. “Tradition”, 
the Doctor claimed, “has been bullt up 
within the school” 

Education, Dr. Bishop said, is not 
merely the studying of books. The 
surroundings, the atmosphere that a 
boy encounters at school go perhaps 
even farther than book-learning to- 
wards moulding a boy's character and 
making him a useful citizen: 

In closing, Dr. Bishop said that the 
college had had an enrollment of ons 
hundred and nine students throughout 
the year, making Albert the largest 
secondary United Church school in 
Canada, where girls did rot attend. 

Chancellor E. W. Wallace, the new 
chancellor of Victoria University, Tor- 
onto, was ‘the guest speaker for the 
afterncon. Chancellor Wallace) ad- 
dress was brief and to the point. He 
ttated that if the afternoon had been 
cooler he would have gone into his 
subject more thoroughly. ‘What a 
man knows,” he sald, “that he must 
do if by doing it he can save a life 
To new Mfc.” he continued, “we have 
to have knowledge. This knowledge 
shall not only be book knowledge. It 
is the skill and ability that are de- 
veloped by school life that count.” 

“The tragedy cf so many men to- 
day ‘trying to do sobs which they 
haven't taken the trouble to know Is 
easily to be seen,” he said. “Tt is pot 
enough to pass examinations, without 
the ability to use that knowledge, to 
spply it in after fe. This knowl- 
edge is gained by the boys in their 
daily associations in school, in the 
dormitories and on the campus.” 

“When a man comes to the end of 
his school life it is really only the be- 
ginning. Some in this room may 
some day have some great social prob- 
dems to solve. You boys have a huge 
job ahead of you. You will have far 
greater problems to cope with than 
the men of my generation.” ‘The 
speaker went on to mention the trou- 
ble in Indis,"in China, in Russia, and 
cther parts of the world. These same 
problems, he said, might vitally af- 
fect Canada some day. 

“Whatever you do,” he sald, “sce 
that you know your job thoroughly. 
Do not learn that you might reach 
seme high place or pinnacle; do it so 
that your college, your family and 
your friends may be proud of you.” 

Seated on the platform was‘a dis- 
tinguished gathering of United Church 
min‘sters and members of the Board 
of Albert College. Bishop FP. W. 
Warne, of New York, one of the ear- 
Hiest graduates of Albert, was one of 
the body. He spoke’ to the boys for 
@ few seconds, wishing them God 
speed on the outset of their journey 
on life's waters. 5

How intimate a touch the old stu- 
dents have with the historic Albert 
was indicated in letters of regret at 
absence which were read dy Miss E. 
Gardiner, showing how’ the days spent 
at the school had colored their lives. 
Similar experiences were related by 
the graduates who met again here 
yesterday. 

The unveiling ceremony was intro- 
duced with the singing of the Christ- 
jan hymn of mission warfare, “The 
Son of God Goes Forth to War,” after 
which his Honour Judge Moore of 
Acton, a graduate of 1878, spoke ao 
few words introducing Bishop F. W. 
Warne. He sald he was a boy friend 
of the bishop. At the time of the 
bishop's going to India there were but 
ten thousand converts to Christianity 
there and when hoe left forty years 
later there were half a million. 
College Spiritual Life 

Bishop Ware felt the honor of un- 
velling the illuminated roll of honour 
and was deeply affected to find, he 
sald, his name at the top of the list. “I 
just want to gaze,” he commented, “It 
almost overwhelms me. The first re- 
flection I make is this—there must 
have been from the first a deep spirit- 
val Ufe at work in the college, self- 
consecration, self-annihilatlon, the giv 
ing up of all ambitions for self, must 
have had back of it a great volume of 
prayer, Here we get some conception 
of the tremendous influence of Albert 
College in all parts of the world. So 
I consider it a great honor and pleas- 
ure to unveil and uncover that list of 
names.” As the ex-studertts stood he}: 
drew aside the curtains and the roll 
of honour was disclosed. 
Manitoba ExpeTlences 

Bishop Warne then gave intimate 
experiences of his life after his grad- 
uation from the college. He went on 
his wedding trip to the mission field 
in Manitoba before the C. P. R. had 
Passed Winnipeg. “I Dduilt the first 
house in the town of Carman and bde- 
ing, loyal Belleville boy and having 
the privilege of naming it I named it 
after Dr. Carman. That today is a 
town of five or six churches. We had 
‘all the experiences of pioneer life, we 
forded rivers, I have been lost in the 
praizies. Once I was out 22 hours in 
a blizzard with the temperature forty 
below zero wandering about driving 
on the prairie.” 

After three years in Manitoba he 
went to Evanston and spent three 
years in study, five or six years in the 
conference abovt Evanston and as 





branches left a surplus of ministers he 
remained tn the States, Alter two years 
rhe was called to India where he put 
in forty years. Bishop Warne told of 
his work for the school of boys in Cal- 
cutta, of his election to the episcopal 
post in 1900 as missionary bishop to 
the M, E. Church in India, 6f his elec 
tion in 1920 as general superintendent 
which post he occupled for eight 
years and then left because of health. 
For four years he had charge of the 
work at Manilla, Borneo besides his 
work in India, He told of a movement 
which brought one hundred thousand 
converts from the holding of a day of 
prayer and fasting. Work has been 
most successful among the lowest class 
which today are becoming the teach- 
ers of those with caste.

Mr. Bingham left Toronto last Octo- 
ber. “A car stwalted him at Litgos, and 
in this he made his remarkable -jour- 
ney’ through the heart of what was 
faimerly known as “the dark contin- 
eat,” but which is now bridged and 
roaded for hundreds of miles and in a 
few years will be as safe for motorists 
as the roads of Ontario ire today— 
safer, perhaps, as there is no need yet 
for traffic policemen in Central Africa, 
Five times Mr. Bingham has visited 
Africa in connection with the mission 
work he was instrumental in establish 
ing there some thirty years ago, But 
this is the first time he has used an 
stitomebile.

Apart from ship 
bullding, it‘ is also the headquarters 
for the Singer Sewing Mitchine Co., 
which gives employment to nearly 12,- 
000 men, Large numbers of the employ 
ees reside in the east end of Glasgow, 
and fifteen special traing convey the 
men to and from their work.

A number 
of years ago two of these trains collid 
ed in the tunnel nefr the centre of 
Glasgow and nearly thirty workmen 
were killed.

The hopes for better home-grown 
prairie eating apples rest with people 
who grow trees from seeds. The Ex- 
perimental Station at Morden, Mani- 
toba, set cut 25,000 seedlings in 1916. 
These had been grown for a year ot 
the Central Experimental Farm, Ot- 
tawa, the seed being harvested from 
16 varieties of hardy mother parents. 
Nearly 8,000 of the seedlings have come 
into fruit and records of them made.

What immense importance transmutation 
would have for the world of science and of in- 
vention, for the world of religion ‘and philoso- 
phy, for mining, for the metal trades and indus- 
tries ond for every individual geing, for the 
manner of living, for the food we eat and the 
clothes we wear, must be guessed. Alchemy 
f which can nsmute one element to another 
if utder certa onditions might transform the 
: world. We know that one combination of cer- 

tain elements {s a poison while a different 
combination of the same elements is harmless. 
That shows the importance of alchemy if it 
ever comes into general acceptance. Tf it 
doés come then there will probably have to be 
entirely new sets of laws to control the practice 
of alchemy. Alchemists would doubtless require 
to be licensed for they would carry in their dis- 
coveries and inventions physical forees and 
powers which would be so potent as almost 
to sway the universe. Radio would be a tame 
toy as compared with the miracles of alchemy.

Increased “Production of 
Food Fish Object of 
Several Surveys 


PORTLAND, Me., June 19—The New 
Englang region and ultimately the na- 
tion as a whole will reap the benefit 
ef an extensive survey by the Buffalo 
Museum of Natural Sciences, the U.S. 
Bureau of Fisheries, ciad the Canad- 
fan Government ,of fish, fishfood, wa- 
ter pollution and currents. 

Two surveys have been in progress 
lately, the Gulf of Maine and Lake 
Erie. The purposes of the surveys 
have been quite similar, narzely accur

ate information about fish habits, food 
conditions, and knowledge relating to 
the increased production of food fish. 
Dr. Charles J. Fish, director of the 
Buffalo Museum of Science has deen 
in active charge of the Malne survey 
In the studies made by Dr. Fish and 
his contemporaries and in the data 
gathered it Is expected that there will 
be founds scientific basis for judging 
the proposed power project and its ef- 
fect on the sarding fishery. 

Gcernographic studies in the margin 
zorie of the Gulf of Maine carried on 
by Dr. H. B. Bigelow, of the Harvard 
Stuseum of Comparative Zoology have 
a particular significance as this re- 
gion is known as the depository for all 
the food material carried from the 
land by land rod river drainage. It 
thus contains the richest animal lfe 
and is of the greatest importance in 
commercial fishery, 

The province of Ontario, the states 
of New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio 
are cooperating with the Buffalo Mu- 
seum and the United States Bureau 
‘of Fisheries in the Lake Erie Survey.

The ske of mesh in the net {s an im- 
portant factor. The gill net with prop 
er mesh seems suitable; it has been suc 
cessfully used in fishing industries in 
different parts of the country.” 

The Buffalo Museum states that “con- 
sidering the general results of these 
surveys, it can be safely stated that 
Lake Erie ts capable of supporting a 
large fauna of open fishes. There are 
no dangerous silt deposits affecting the 
stawning beds, the open lake water is 
not polluted and there 1s food In abun- 
ance. The depletion appesrs to have 
resulted from overfishing and unwise 
fishing, and as such the remedy must 
lle in the hands of those legislative 
bedies having jurisdiction over the 
lakes. By protecting the number of 
hatcheries, by reducing the number of 
undersized fish destroyed in the nets, 
and if nec§rfary, by limiting #the 
catch, there is hope for improvement. 
Althcugh the present investigations 





are all three stories high, with the front doors 
opening on an elevated court having flower 
gardens, walks and places for children to play.

In those happy days the village was 
a big shipping centre for grain and 
in the fall the roads leading into Con- 
secon were jammed withthe incom- 
ing traffic of, wagon loads of grain 
for the holds of the ships that were 
docked in port. A big steamer called 
the Norseman which was later rebullt 
and renamed the North King, made 
Consecon a stopping place. 

One of the oldest inhabitants, who 
has lived thereabouts all his life, ‘s 
Mr. Jot Thompson, who in conversa- 
tion with the Courler-Advocate news- 
papermit sald that there were for- 
merly two hotels one of which was 
burned down shortly after his mar- 
riage.

Avoiding Neurotic 
Breakdown 


(By Louls E. Bisch, M-D., Ph. D.) 
Famous Authority on Health and 
Psychology 


Nervousness is a blanket term— 
loosely used—that covers a vitlety of 
conditions. People employ it to desig- 
nate any disorder referable to nerves, 
A much better term—Jjust because 
“nervousness” is so all embracing— is 
the one that medical men and psy- 
chologists use. It is called “neurosis.” 

A neurosis is a very definite thing— 
it is a functional nerve condition that 
has no organic brbis. In a neurosis the 
nerve cells and fibers are intact and 
able to perform, the work intended for 
them to do. The reason they do not 
succeed is because they are depleted. 
They no longer are able to manufact- 
ure a sufficient mmount of nerve en- 
ergy. Nerve energy is also wasted. It 
is distributed to wrong plies. The 
sum total result ts malfunctioning of 
tne or another. 

‘Now thiy malfunctioning of nerves 
is percelyed by the sufferer as symp- 
toms. One person 1s keyed up, excit- 
able and everything gets “on his 

nerves.” Another complains of ex- 
cessive fatigue. Anxiety, fear obses- 
sions, doubts, suspiciousness, a fetling 
of impending danger, restlessness, self- 
depreolation;-toss - of -interest, - 
worry—all’ these and many more be- 
sides are also symptoms. 

If & person only occasionally shows 
a malfunctloning of nerves we do not 
say he has a tendency to develop neur- 
osis, If the term nervousness is to be 
used at all it should be confined to 
thesy milder gman{f{estations—these 
neurotic symptoms. This distinction 
marks a real difference. 

_ Neuroses are on the Increase—neur- 
ctle symptoms even more so! 

- Every day life ts becoming more and 
more complicated, intense end deplet- 
ing. The part of the body that bears! 
the brunt of this increased stress and 
strain is the nervous system, 

We are all candidates for as neurosis 
but that does not mean all of us will 
develop a neurosis. ‘The danger is 
there, but, like every other demger, If 
we are aware of It we can take steps 
to avoid it. 

Therefore, watch your nerve react- 
fons, When anything begins to wear 
you down modify it until the tension 
is removed. Be constantly on the 
lockout! 

“An ounce of prevention {s worth a 
pound of cure!” 

The maxim is 50 old and hackneyed 
I'm almost ashiined to quote it. But 
it is true, just the same. And regard- 
Ing nerves, it ts doubly true! 

People often think ~that they have 
inherited a nervous disposition or that 
they are bound to suffer with nerves,- 
no matter what might be done. - 

But neither of these ideas is true. 

A neurotic breakdown can be avold- 
ed and 3 eke of nerves 1s curable!

EUROPEAN RED MITE 
If the leaves on your fruit trees turn 
a dusty or bronze brown you may cx~ 
pect on examination to find ¢he Eur- 
Opean Red Mite at work. advise Ento- 
mologists of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture. This fruit tree pest is 
very similar to the common red spider 
for which &) {s frequently mistaken. It 
was probably introduced Into Canada 
on imported nursery stock prior to 
1912, the year in which it was first 
Moliced in Ontario. It now occurs In 
the Maritime Provinces, Quebec, On- 
tario and British Columbia, infesting 
all frue trees, but particularly Europ- 
ean Plums and Apple trees. The most 
effective method of control is to give 
fruit trees affected an oll spray carly 
in the season. This, carefully applicd 
to the trunk and branches, eliminates 
the clusters of 'iny red eggs which are 
readily apparent.

. “Canada shows an increase in deaths 
from this disease. In 1923 the number of 
deaths from cancer in .the Dominion ' was 
5,517; by 1926 it had risen to 5,774. In the 
following year it was 6,004. In 128 it had 
jumped ‘to 7,634 and last year the death rate 
was 7,912. 

“Of course some of the increase in the 
death rate may be attributed to the fact that 
every year men and women are living to a 
longer average span of life and cancer is es- 
sentially a disease of adults and gld age. 
Also diagnosis:is more accurate as ktlowledge 
of the disease advances and death certificutes 
are more accurately compiled. .

Dandelions are so plentiful and break

forth in. unexpectéd places and at all seasons | 


that there is wonder why this is so. But 
there need be no doubt after one reads why 
dandelions are so much to be found. Chris- 
tian Science Monitor devotes an entire edi- 
torial to the saffron colored. flower, whose 
roots have been used for a purpose other than 
that of the respect and cultivation of beauty. 
The editorial in question says: 

“Were the dandelion a rare object in 
nature, it would no doubt be admired. Poets 
would write about it. The sight of a single 
dandelion, a miniature sun in the green firma- 
ment of the lawn, would cause elation in the 
heart of a lawn owner, and week-end guests 
would be marched out to see it. The modest 
dandelion! But as nearly everybody knows 
—at least in such parts of the world as culti- 
vate Jawns—dandelions are many and gregar- 
ious; where one dandelion appears others. will 
soon come to keep it company. Described 
botanically as an Eurasian weed, it is familiar 
to Asiatics as well as Europeans. and America 
is included in a kind of triple alliance against 
its persistent effort to grow ‘in places where 
it is not wanted. 

“Doubtless comparativ ely few lawn own- 
ers know that the name ‘dandelion’ derives 
from the French ‘dent de lion,’ happily sug- 
gested by the appearance of what might be 
called teeth in the formation of the leaves. 
The yellow flower, one may imagine, suggest- 
ed the yellow lion; many, however, will pre- 
fer the derivative, which pictures to the imag- 
ination a very small lion with a foppish dispos- 
ition. It may surprise some Jawn owners to 
learnsof places where dandelions are actually 
cultivated for market, and improved large 
form. developed for the benefit of gastro- 
nomes and connoisseurs who relish the touch 
of bitterness that the leaves impart to a salad. 

“The dandelion has engaged the atten- 
tion of savants, intelligently curious-about its 
determined and widespread growth. A dan- 
delion was put under observation. It pro- 
duced twenty-seven flowers during a summer 


_ and each flower produced an average of 200 


By simple arithmetic the plant pro- 
duced some 5400 seeds. © Wherever an errant 
wind carries a dandelion seed there shortly 
will be possibility of another dandelion busy 
at the task of producing some 5400 more seeds 
for the wind to carry away and plant. And 
so on ad infinitum. Thus nature attempts to 
beautify the world with dandelions, seeming 
to regard their absence from lawns as a man- 
made convention.”
